6 evaluating^ at the event processor, the received event to determine whether a second 

7 capability is available for invoking at the event processor for the evaluated events although the 

8 received event Mis to reference the second capability; and 

9 programnatically annotating, at the event processor, the evaluated event to reference the 

1 0 deteimined second c^ability, viien the evaluating step has a positive result, such that the event 

1 1 generated by the sending appM cation can invoke processing of the second c^ability without 

1 2 requiring the sending application to have awareness of the second capability- 

1 Claim 27 (new); The computer-implemented method according to Claim 26, wherein the first 
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2 capability is notification of installation of a software product at the device and the second 

3 capabiUty is registration of the installed software product with an inventory management system. 

1 Claim 28 (new): The computer-implemented method according to Claim 26,wherein the first 

2 capability is notification of installation of a software product at the device and the second 

3 capability is tegistration of the installed software product with a backup/restore system. 

1 Claim 29 (new): The computer-implemented method according to Claim 26»wherein the first 

2 capability is notification of installation of a software product at the device and the second 

3 capability is registration of the installed software product with an archivit^ system. 

1 Claim 30 (new): The computer-implemented method according to Claim 26,wherein the first 

2 cjq>abiHty is notification of installation of a particular version of a software product at the device 

3 and the second capability is registration of the particular version with an inventory management 

4 system, and fiirther comprising the step of programmatically annotating the received event with a 

5 reference to a third capability, responsive to detecting the reference to the first capability, 

6 wherein the third capability is unregistraition of a different version of the installed software 

7 product 
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
